A siding has been built 
into it from the railroad, and everything 
put in readiness to invite inspection by in- 
dustrial plants. 

The first factory outfit to accept the in- 
vitation was the Standard Milk Bottle 
Manufacturing Co. of Mt. Vernon, 0.,
